Has Purchased the Big 


Idle Factory. 


FIRST NATIONAL BANK SAVED. 


Gets Its Loan on th e Plant Dollar 
for Dollar and Makes a 
SllfiTht Profit, 


The Berrien Construction company, 
the corporation which built tbe Milwau­ 
kee, Benton Harbor & Columbus rail­ 
road, the new road running fi’om this 
city to Buchanan, has purchased the 
big Buss machine factory, the large in­ 
stitution which has stood idle since the 
panic of 1893. 


This is one of the best pieces of news 
given to the people of this city in a long 
time 
It means that Mr. Patterson and 
his associates will at once put the big 
factory to some use and what has been 
an eyesore to a progressive city—a fac­ 
tory with a large smokeless stack—will 
be converted into an industry helpful 
to the city’s prosperity. 


The deal was consummated through 
the efforts of S. A. Bailey, former pres­ 
ident of the First National bank. The 
defunct bank had an investment in the 
plant of $3,11H).83, and in the deal it 
will receive $3,308.34, a profit of $117.- 
51, above its investment. 
The sale is 
very agreeable to 1 Receiver Ainger for 
it was expected that the bank would 
lose something by its loan on the plant. 
The bank once bad $8,000 tied up in 
the Buss plant and it succeeded in cut­ 
ting down this investment' to tne little 
more than $3,(KK), which is now fully 
paid. The depositors in the bank as 
well as the citizens have reasons to re­ 
joice over the outcome of the transac­ 
tion. The Grand lUpids bank inter­ 
ested in the Buss works is also so for­ 
tunate as to get its money out of the 
factory. 


Juht what use the railroad company 
will put the factory to 
not khown. 
The purchasers are hustlers and it is 
safe to guess that its days of idleness 
are over. 


A. A. Patterson,' president of the 
constructon company, was asked this 
morning by I h e Ne s v s what the com­ 
pany intended to do with the building. 
He said it had as yet been undecided, 
but probably a part of the building 
would be used for railroad purposes. 


It is guessed by some people that a 
portion of it may be converted into a 
railroad machine shop and that the re­ 
mainder will be leased to some manu- 
lacturing concern. 


It is certain that the plant will not 
remain idle. 


IN CONGRESS. 


Adjourament for the Holidaya May be 
Taken Saturday. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—If the present 
program is carried out congress will 
adjourn for the holiday recess next 
Saturday. 
The week in the house 
promises to be more memorable for the 
formal inauguration of the war against 
the civil .service law. The e.xecutive, 
legislative and judicial appropriation 
bill, which will be taken up on Tues­ 
day, contains the regular appropria­ 
tions for the civil service commission, 
and whether or not all the mem­ 
bers who favor the repeal or modiii- 
cation of the 
law unite to strike 
down the porvision for its maintenance 
as the quickest and most direct method 
of crippling its operation, undoubtedly 
some will advocate this course aud the 
whole civil service question will be 
dragged into the arena of debate. How 
long the debate will la^jt it is impossi­ 
ble to predict, but as this is the only 
item in the bill which will attract much 
of a contest, Chairman Cannon ho|)es 
and believes the bill can be passed be­ 
fore Saturday. This latter day, under 
an order made on Thursday, has been 
set aside for paying tribute to the mem­ 
ory of the late i lepresentative Cooke of 
Illinois.

He lived lavishly and wantonly, and 
after he had wasted most of his proper­ 
ty ho married a rich wife, Hipjjarete, 
daughter of Hipponicus, who in time 
became justly indignant at his way of 
life and left him. She sought a divorce, 
but in order to obtain this she had to 
apply in person to the chief magistjrate. 
As she was on her way to the office her 
husband seized her and carried her by 
force to his home, wiiere she remained 
with him until her death. 


Alcibiadea came to a violent death. 
He was on his W’ay to Babylon to the 
court of the great king when enemies 
set lire tr his dwelling by night, and he 
was killiAl as he leape<i through the 
fiamoK. 
No country ever suffered or 
gained more from the changing for­ 
tunes of a single person than Athens 
from the fortunes of Alcibiades.—-St.

tbe time for opening to keep out the 
children anxious to 
come. 
Several 
changes were made and at last it was 
decided to build a chapel. 
The help of 
the business men was enlisted by Mr 
llolTman and 
his co-workers and a 
buildint^ 
seatin«: 
about 
400 
was 
erected. 
During this time only the 
children 
who were 
taught english 
throui^h 
the 
school 
were broufiht 
under the influence of the Christian 
teaohlnirand liev. H. A. Shauillerof 
Prague, Austria, was sent for to take 
charjie of the work. 
He is still at the 
head of the work in that city but has 
resident pastors who speak the Bohem­ 
ian language at w’ork under him. 


From the small beginnings made by 
Mr. Hotr?iuin. the work has ^n’own to 
immense proportions there now beinji 
one Methodisi. and two Conf^regational 
with rooms built expresrily for the use 
of this peopie beside tue two chapels. 
Bethlehem and Cyril in east and west 
Cleveland.

“THE PROTESTANT FAITH.’' 


The above is the title of the third 
edition of an 
interestine: book, by 
Dwicht H. Olmstead, of New York, a 
copy of which has been sent The 
E v b n i n g News for review. 


'The book begins with the period of 
the reformation which the author de­ 
clares was a “conlUct between the au­ 
thority of the church and 
private 
opinion.” From it (the reformation) 
‘‘nothing has been directly gained for 
religion; nothing except wLat has re­ 
sulted from independence of thought, 
free speech and the present heter­ 
ogeneous character of the Christian 
world—for even the last is progress.” 


The writer goes on to argue that the 
Protestant church has now fallen into 
the same error that characterized the 
Homan Catholic church in the six> 
teenth century—that the church sets 
up her creeds and dogmas against the in­ 
dividual conscience. He hints that the 
work very imperfectly begun by Luther 
ought now to be carried on until arising 
out of the second reformation there 
shall be a new church in which the 
‘‘human intellect shall be truly free.” 


Mr. Olmstead criticises the evangeli­ 
cal churches because they teach the 
need of faith and the sin of unbelief. A 
child who is good for fear of punish­ 
ment, he says, is a bad child, a propo­ 
sition that is self evident. “But let the 
<*hild be sound at the core,at the heart; 
let him be taught to follow the dictates 
of his own conscience ^ 
he will be 
prepared to enter—aye, will actually 
have already entered on immortal 
life.” 


But when Mr. Olmstead takes from 
religion its faith, its belief, its hope, he 
will transfer it to a business basis. 
The theory of the new religion will be 
as indispu table as the multiplication 
table and all must needs accept it, all 
of which is a very happy doctrine. 


The question will arise if it 1» possi­ 
ble to teach and demonstrate religion

sion in the regular army was ottered 
him, her advice was in favor of a re­ 
turn to civil life. In the study of law, 
and later in public ottice, William Mc­ 
Kinley was glad to draw counsel and 
encouragement from his mother, and 
she, for her part, had unfeigned priue 
in his success. His nomination and 
election to the governorship of Ohio 
coniirmed her faith in him. She is 
said to have been contident beforehand 
that the St. Louis convention and the 
election of 1H96 would result as they 
did, 
while 
her crowning ambition 
seems to have been to see her son in­ 
augurated president.
